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REMARKS 

Entry of the above inoluded amendment prior to examination on the merits is hereby 
requested. This omendmenl constitutes sprelinmuuy amendment under 37 § l.llS. 

llie Examiner has restricted claims 23-38 into four different inventions, namely kvention 
I cJainis 23-31 drawn to an apparatus to identified under class 30, 5ub-olas3 383; Invention U 
id^tified as claims 32-36 drawn to class 30, sub-class 382; Invention III identified as claim 37 
drawn lo subject matter in class 30, sub-class 276; and InvcntLon IV identified as claim 38 and 
drawn to subject matter set fordi in class 30, sub-class 1C6.3. 

Applicant's Attorney hereby provisionally elects Invention 11, claims 32-36 but has 
amended all pending claims^ claims 2}-3S, iu order tn prupcrly align Ihem into the Kame class 
identified by tUc Examiner in oidta* lo combine examination on the merits to all pending claims. 
ApplioaiLt's Attorney feels that the amuulmtoits properly place all of the claims in the same 
invention due lo the following reasons. 

Tht: Examiner has restricted Inventious I and 11 citing the **power cord" set forth in claims 
23-31 as being distinct from the first and second portion halves. Applicant's amendment to 
claims 23-31 removes the citation of the power cord and ftels that the clauns now reside and 
recite sunilarly classified subject matter as Inv^tion H as recited and defined by the Examiner. 
Similarly, Invention m and Livention IV set forth and identified in claims 37 and 38 respectively 
and identified by the Examiner as being in claso 30/276 for rotary blades and clad33U/166.3 for 
saws are similarly drawn to a singular properly classilied invention set tbrth in invention U, 
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The Examiner hns> Identified Invculioiui 111 and IV as bcdu^ uf different dass cvcu ihaiigli 
Iiivcutioii ni has been resliicted and identified as sub-class 276 for rotary blades in cutlery when 
no rotary blade is claimed. Further, the Examiner has restricted Invention IV as sub-class 166.3 
identified as cutlery, cutting tools and saws of which the identified sub-classes 382 and 3S3 are 
indexed under. Therejfore, Applicant's Attorney, after amendment of the pending claims in the 
above referenced application, feels that all the claims, 23-38 are properly identified as a single 
invention in a smulnr class and sub-clacs without need of restiiotion and hereby requests the 
Bxaminer move forward with examination of all pending claims 

If the Examiner feelG that there are issues in regards to the pending claims which would 
prevent examination of all pending claims together in a $mgle examination, Apphcant's Attorney 
hereby requests the Examiner contact Applicant's Attorney to discuss such issuea. Applicant's 
Attorney notes that the included preliminary amendment is made in ordar to propwiy place the 
claimed invention in similar classes for examination piuposcs only and arc not made for reasons 
related to patentability. 

If there are any questions in regards to these amendment* ox with respect to the proper 
classification of the claimed invention^ Applicant's Attorney would aj.ipreciate a discussion with 
the Examinej- to review such issues.
